This caught the Soviet by sur- 
prise. Not only had the Arabs 
taken the suggestions of U.N. Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold and President Ejisenhow- 
er, but the United States had 
followed with the manifesto for 
peace and an end to atom 
testing. 

This was too much. The world 
was without tensions. 

And so, the Communists pro- 
duced them about the Quemoy 
islands. 

There is, however, reason for 
real concern. 

In 1949 there was a belief the 
Communists were preparing for 
invasion of the islands, and per- 
haps, of Taiwan itself. This con- 
cern grew out of the fact the ob- 
servation planes from Taiwan 
reported many mainland air- 
fields were under hurried con-

15,000-mile tour through Africa 
that a crowd refused to listen to 
him. 

WEST AFRICANS 

The Premier told the howling, 
jumping West Africans that they 
were free to choose independence 
from French rule if they wished. 
This was an offer he has not ex- 
tended to Algeria. 

Despite the hostile crowd in Da- 
kar, leaders of the African Re- 
groupment Party (ARP) said they 
had not intended any discourtesy 
to De Gaulle. They said they had 
organized quiet demonstrations, 
but that subversive groups had

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Center of Tensions 
Shifts to Formosa 


Sudden easing of crisis in the Middle 
East, prompted by United Nations adop- 
tion of an all-Arab peace plan for the 
Middle East under U.N. auspices, was 
welcome indeed. But anyone who in- 
terprets it as meaning the problems of 
the area have been solved is headed for 
disillusion. 

The big question, of course, is how 
effective United Nations efforts to bring 
stability to the area will be. While 
Egypt’s Nasser made the agreement pos- 
sible by seemingly going along with it, 
it would be foolhardy to believe that he 
has abandoned his idea of an Arab world 
under his domination, allied with the So- 
viet Union to blackmaii the West. 

There are as yet no indications that 
the indirect aggression from Moscow and 
Cairo has ceased. In fact, there are more 
reasons to believe that the campaigns of 
subversion will be intensified following 
withdrawal of American and British 
troops from Lebanon and Jordan. What- 
ever arrangements the United Nations 
make must be stronger than any of the 
past if the independence of Lebanon, 
Jordan and other Arab nations is to be 
maintained. 

President Nasser can be said to have 
temporarily trimmed his sails when faced 
with the certainty that the United States 
was determined to prevent the Middle 
East falling into his—and thus Soviet— 
hands. In other words, he did not want 
war. 

Now, of course, it is up to the United 
Nations. If it can do the job, well and 
good, Otherwise the United States again 
will be forced to act militarily or in con- 
cord with our allies in self-defense. War 
has been postponed and the world hopes 
it can be averted. 

Meanwhile, the Communists have di- 
verted the center of tension from the 
Middle East to Asia. Saber rattling by the 
Chinese Reds and attacks on Chiang'’s 
free island bastions are all. coordinated in 
the worldwide aggressive plot to under- 
mine the West. 

The suspicion persists that we still 
have not realized the extent of the dan- 
ger and that we have not made the ef- 
fort to back up our vast commitments to 
protect the free world. 

We have not yet shown the willing- 
ness to work and to sacri/ice to the extent 
that our military and economic superi- 
ority would insure our safety until such 
time as disarmament becomes a fact in- 
stead of mere hope. Only in strength and 
unity on all fronts can this diabolically 
clever Communist challenge be con- 
tained. It is worldwide and in every 
phase of human activity.

persuasion rather than coercion 


alone as in Stalin’s day. 


The talk ranged over many 
subjects besides the Middle Fast— 
trade between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, economic 
aid for the underdeveloped coun- 
tries, the satellites, Western 
anxiety about Soviet objectives, 
etc. But always Khrushchev 
brought the talk back to his ques- 
tion: ‘“‘How shall we improve our 
political relations?’’ 


SOME AGREEMENT 


We found ourselves in hearty 
agreement on one broad general 
principle which should govern 
the conduct of the great powers: 
No interference in the affairs of 


smaller countries. But I’m afraid

All Faiths Call It Parents’ Duty 
To Teach Children Facts of Lite

A puzzled mother remarked, 

“It isn't what my daughter knows 
that bothers me. It's how she 
found out.” * 

“Finding out” is a problem for 
human beings from the moment 
curiosity buds within their brains 
in early childhood and they |M 
plaintively inquire, “‘Where ~dg 
babies come from?”

The child is simply growing, in 
the normal way, through the hu- 
man stages of -psycho-sexual de- 
velopment.

The award is for properety 
owned by Whitman’s Laundry at 
309-313: Edgewood Ave., NE, and 
at 2% Fort St., NE. 

Evidence was submitted to the 
special master contending an 
award of $710,000 should be paid 
to Whitman, while the city con- 
tended the award should be 
$200,000. 

A city spokesman said the city 
is appealing the award because 
of a controversy over whether 
it should pay the laundry firm 
any amount for costs involved 
in moving the laundry equip- 
ment to a new location.

Boy Found 
Shackled 


In Dungeon | 


QUAKERTOWN, Pa. (UPI) — 
A 17-year-old boy was _ found 
shackled and unclothed Tuesday 
in a narrow dungeon which had 
been scooped out beneath a mod- 
ern ranch home near here. 

The youth, whose name was 
withheld, had lain in the coffin- 
like trench for 14 hours before he 
was rescued by state police. The 
troopers arrested George E. Frey, 
$2, Quakertown chef, identified as 
the home owner, and slated him 
for questioning on morals charges. 

The bizarre case was uncovered 
when the boy’s father heard his 
cries coming from the house. The 
father had gone to the home, lo- 
cated about a mile from the 
main highway, and set back from 
a lonely dirt road, after his son 
failed to return Monday night. 

He said the boy had gone to 
Frey’s place to cut grass. The 
father summoned state police from 
the Quakertown barracks when he 
heard the screams coming from 
the house, and they made the dis- 
covery. 

To find the boy, officers had to 
move the bathtub. Four feet be- 
low lay the boy staring up at 
them. The dungeon was four feet 
high, three feet wide, and nine feet 
long. Authorities said the youth 
apparently was uninjured by the 
ordeal.

FORMER CHILDREN 


It was a gathering of former 
children of the Toccoa Or- 
phanage, who met to relive their 
childhood days, and to honor 
the late Rev. A. C. Craft and 
his widow, founders of the 
home. 

The reunion got an early start 
at the Toccoa residence of Mrs. 
Essie Smith, who freely admits 
she’s the oldest member of the 
large household. Four friends, 
who grew up at the orphanage 
with her, drove over from their 
homes in Anderson, §.C., to 
spend the night with Mrs. Smith 
before the picnic at Fern 
Springs Park.

As they grew, children at the 
orphanage helped with the 
work; raising food, cleaning, 
cooking and sewing.

For Better Days

NEW YORK—Business is turning up, after hit- 
ting a bottom during the recession in the spring. 
The test is ahead—the weeks following the return of vacationers 
after Labor Day. 
How vigorous or how slow a recovery will depend on a number 
of things, chief of which is public acceptance of the new model 
motor cars. 


That a recovery has already started is shown 
by the figures for: 

New homes now at annual rate of 1,160,000 
starts, the best in more than 2'2 years. 

A reversal in the downward trend of steel 
operations, with the period of inventory-cutting 
past. 

A pickup in railroad freight traffic, currently 
56,000 more cars loaded than in January. 

Record consumption of electric power, some 
of this due to air conditioning. 

Recall of workers by a number of industries,

the most significant being the return to six-day operations by a 
major copper company. 

An improvement in appliance sales. 

The continued favorable trend of retail sales. 

The drop in food prices to the lowest level in six months. 


There are more figures, but the above show the reversal in the 
trend. 

More basic than these are the underlying factors. This is a 
consumer economy. Consumption is what counts. Production means 
nothing unless several ‘“‘someones”’ buy the output of the factories. 


This is an expandnig economy and this is why: 

This year 1.4 million to 1.5 million couples will marry, creating 
that many new families. Next year 1.6 million couples are expected 
to take their yows and by the 1960s, two millio& or more each year. 

The baby “crop” this year will be around four million and 
estimates for next year are 4.2 million to 4.3 million. 

The number of babies being born is twice the number 2 years 
ago. And families are getting larger. The birth rate per thousand 
population is 530 per cent higher than it was 25 years ago. 

The number of families this year will reach 44%4 million and 
next year should see a minimum 45'4 million families.
